WASHINGTON, July 3 (/P) — Tivo mcaaure.i to revive price controLs reached the Benntc 
banking cnmniiltec for consiilerntion today after Senator O'Daniel, D., Tex., abandoned the 
blocking tncticH that had stalled them fnr three daya. The two bills — one already passed 
by the hnuiie. tlit' other introduced in the Henate by banking committee Chairman Wagner, 
D., N. Y..— are idenlicat. Each would si'nnt OPA a temporary extension of life until July 
20 to Rive congress time to work out permnnent legislation 
if possible. 

There appeared, meanwhile, several sijrns that the coali- 
tion which molded the preaidentially-vctoed OPA extender 
might be falling apart 
O'Daniel told tho Benato; 

"Tomorrow is tho Fourth of July, and I believe the people 
of this nation have something to celebrate — OPA ia dead.

II hn,'; been demnn- 
BtratPd time iind time ni;aln tliiit Ihr valii.ilDle 
experience newsbnys Riiln as 'illtle mer- 
chnnts" pays them hnnrt.iomc dividends in 
their years to come. Chances are pretty much 
in their favor Cliat tiiey'Ii make n sticCMS of 
themselves ns a reward tor their childhood 
initiative. 

Up until now, the American newsboy has 
symbolized one of the fundamental concepts 
of our democracy. Ho has demonstrated how 
"freedom for opportunity" actually works. 

Recently 'the wire services carried a atory 
from Hammond, Ind„ about five brothers who 
had formed a newspaper route "corporotlon." 
Their first financial .^tntemcnt showed their 
combined profits in two year.-; of operation— 
$3,145 m actual money— In the banlts! 

"The bank accounts are nice," snld their 
father. "They have not only learned to take 
care of their own money, but those paper 
rout^is have given Ihem something money 
cannot buy— « sense of responsibility," 

It U almoit Inconceivable that these boys, 
ranging from 9 to M years old. could do so 
well. 

And that brings us to the point we had In 
mind when we started out on this subject. 

That great political transformation which 
la coming about In the United States no loni{- 
er looks upon such thlnRs as achievement.^. 
It's a disgrace, according to this new way of 
thinking, for youngsters to be shouldered 
with any such responsibilities as tho.?e under- 
taken by the five boys In Hammond. 

While wo are all agreed there should never 
be a return to the Industrial sweat shop days 
and mass employment of children, some of 
ua win wonder If we are not going to the other 
extreme. 

Now that we are living In the bureaucratic 
BSfl. It seems that even the scent of "child 
labor" aends the bureaucratic aoclal tefonn- 
era Into squirming ecstasies. It's right down 
the alley of the pinks and punk« who like to 
make a bis play df such thln^ aa a means of 
eatabllihing their new order. 

What are we getting at? Simply this: Right 
now government snoopers are making the 
rounds of American newspaper offices, is- 
suing dire warnings for any violation of the 
"child labor laws." Youngsters under 14, the 
publishers are told, cannot be employed "In 
or about" dangerous machinery. 

As a result, the large room which the 
Times-News recently built especially for Its 
carrier boys' convenience and safety stands 
Idle. It la In the buslneu office portion of the 
main building, entirely separate from the 
mechanical department. 

Now, instead of getting their papers In thla 
special room with its conveniences for pack- 
ing their bags, etc., Ihey are required to re- 
ceive their papers outside of the buUdlng— 
all because the tip of sn extremely slow mov- 
ing mechanical conveyor delivers the Times- 
News Into this room where they formerly re- 
ceived their papers. 

Apparently It's safer (or the boys to fold 
their papers out In the streeU some place. In 
all kinds of weather, and at the risk of street 
comer traffic. 

Common horse sense would tell anyone else 
that this conveyor Is anything but dangerous. 
But to the government snoopers It's a differ- 
ent story. Bureaucrat) have big Imaginations 
for lots of reasons. 

And If they succeed In putting an end to 
the newsboy tradition In the United States, 
with all Its basic opportunities and eventual 
successes, they will have done this country 
more harm with their meddling than all of 
their bureaucratic Ilk have ever contrlbut«d.
